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No Second Chance

“_.. behold, now is the accepted time; behold, now is 
the day of salvation.” —II Cor. 6:2. 


We hear a great deal of talk nowadays about a chance 
after death. The false hope is held out of a second chance. 
Jesus said, “Hath neither forgiveness, neither in this world, 


nor the world to come.” 


And again we read, “The smoke of 


their torment ascendeth for ever and ever.”’ 


It is time to put a stop to this | 


lying to the people, to this holding 
out. a false hope. I want to 
present some arguments today 
against the possibility of a chance 
after death. 

1. We don’t deserve it. 

If you had invited a man to 
dinner at your home and he had 
refused to come; if you hag re- 
peated that invitation and he had 
refused again; if you had made it 
a standing invitation and he had 
refused for twenty, thirty, forty 
or even fifty years, you would 
hardly feel he deserveg any further 
opportunity to be your guest. 

God said, ‘I have stretched out 
my hand all day long and no man 
regarded.’ It seems to me that 
it takes a good deal of nerve to 
demand a second chance after 
death of a man has continued to 
refuse the thousand and one 
invitations which have been ex- 
tended to him. 

&. Longevity does not insure re- 
pentance. 

There is not one thing in the 
experience of the world to indicate 
that the average man would re- 
pent if given ten thousand years. 

Time is often pictured with a 


chest. Seven-eighths of the Chris- 
tians in the world today became 
Christians under the age of fifteen. 

That means if you are not a 
Christian and over fifteen years, 
there is but one chance in eight. 
The older we grow the less that 
chance becomes. If, during this 
life, with every advancing year the 
possibility of your ever becoming 


a Christian grows less, by what! 


logic do you figure out that if 
your chance was extended 
throughout eternity, this law 
would be reversed?

There is one body, and one spirit, 


even as ye are called in one hope of your calling; One 
Lord, one faith, one ‘baptism, One God and Father of 
all, who is above all, and we all, and in you all.” 


—Eph. 4:3-6. 


Here are seven great eptettinall 
unities mentioned in Ephesians 
4:4-6, and before they are named, 
we are besought to endeavor “to 
keep the unity of the Spirit in the 
bond of peace.” Our Lord means 
for these seven great facts or 
unities to be the center of Chris- 
tian union, and for belief in these 
to be a “bond of peace” between 
Christians. 


Yet when we name these seven 
we see that they have been the 
battleground of the _ centuries 
@emong those who call themselves 
Christians. 

1, “One body,” the church of 
all the born-again ones who will 
be called out and assembled to 
meet Christ in the air (not de- 
nominationalism, not Jews and 
Gentiles, not any human denomi- 
nation). 

2. “One Spirit,” the Holy Spirit 
of God. What controversies there 
have been around the baptism or 
filling of the Spirit and His work 
im convincting and saving sinners! 
And men have connected there- 
with speaking with tongues, sin- 


less perfection, inevitable bodily 
healing, and other things. 

3. “One hope of your calling,” 
the plan of salvation. 

4. “One Lord,” the Lord Jesus 
Christ (instead of pope or church 
or conscience or reason or self- 
will). 

5. “One faith,” one plain, simple 
doctrine taught throughout the 
whole Scripture instead of thou- 
sands of variations propagated by 
individual sects who often teach 
falsehood or who emphasize some 
vital truths to neglect others. 

6. “One baptism,” immersion 
of a believer in water (as we will 
show elsewhere), on profession of 
faith in Christ, (not dedication of 
babies, not a door to the church, 
not a plan of salvation, not even 
a step toward salvation). 

7. “One God and Father of all,” 
that is, of all Christians who are 
to endeavour to keep unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace (not 
the Father of unconverted, un- 


regenerate sinners except 4s

6 HOURS AND 5 MINUTES! 
That is the time for the 2,140 
miles from Los Angeles to Chica- 
go in the big four-motored Con- 
stellation plane which carried me 
home Sunday night after the close 
of a blessed union revival cam- 
paign at Shafter, California. Fly- 
ing nearly four miles high, the 
plane was steady and I slept sev- 
eral hours in the comfortable 
leam*back chair. Mrs. Rice met 
me at the Chicago airport. I had 
ham and eggs at home and was 
at The Sword of the Lord office 
for devotions two or three min- 
utes after 8:30. 


God graciously blessed the cam- 
paign. Shafter has, I suppose, 
5,000 people. But the large tent 
seating perhaps 1,200 was filled 
a number of times and God saved 
many souls. In one service there 
were twenty-five or thirty pro- 
fessions of faith in Christ, and in 
other services when the invitation 
was given, from one to ten or 
fifteen claimed the Saviour. It 
was especially refreshing to see

Only one chapter 
tells you how long it will last.

I remember my pastor stood up 
before World War I and _6 said, 
“There will never be another 
war.” The thing broke out the 
next week. And I knew young 
people who almost lost their 
faith. One girl said, “I prayed 
there would not be any more 
war...” Well, she just ought 
to have read the Bible and bad 
a preacher to tell her what is in 
the Bible! There is no use fool- 
ing yourself. 


But let’s come to the point. 
I am not talking about the fu- 
ture; I am now talking about the 
present. What is God doing on 
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this earth now? 

There is a sort of fatalistic atti- 
tude in this country. People feel 
that God has gone out of busi- 
ness, that He has moved up some- 
where in eternity, sat down and 
said, “Let her go! — what dod I 
care?”’ But that is not so! 


God Is Doing Three Things, 
But One Is the Main Thing 

As tar as I can understand my 
Bible there are only about three 
things that God is now doing on 
earth, and they are the _ only 
three things He ever promised to 
do in this age. What are -they? 
First, God is preserving the Jew- 
ish race aS a race. 


Now, God does not think any 
more of a Jew than He does a 
Gentile. An individual Jew who 
rejects Jesus Christ will go to 


Hell just as an individual Gentile 
will. Some of our Jewish friends 
have misunderstood the thing and 
have felt superior as an individ- 
ual. But it is not so. God prom- 
ised to take care of the Jews as 
a race. God said you could not 
exterminate the race. He ‘said 
the race might be swallowed up in 
the sea of nations but the race 
would never be digested, as Jonah 
was swallowed in the sea monster 
but was not digested. It was not 
a miracle that he was swallowed. 
The miracle was that he ever got 
out after he was swallowed. The 
miracle of history is the fact that 
the Jewish race has never been 
digested. Here he is now in every 


country of the world. He is a 
little nauseated and everybody 
else is nauseated. Some of them 
are throwing him up. And he is 
looking to Palestine. God said

Hitlers in this world to extermi- 
nate the Jews! They went back 
on Jesus. They spat in His face. 
They crucified Him. They said, 
‘Let his blood be on us, and on 
our children,” and it has been 
there ever since. Here we are 


today with a world in chaos and 
trouble and every way you turn 
it is Jews. On the front page of 
the papers—and everywhere else 


it is Jews, Jews, Jews! God 
Said He would take care of’ the 


Jews as a race, and He is doing 
it. 

What else did God say He would 
do in this age? He said He would 
Save everybody, both Jews and 
Gentiles, who would trust Jesus; 
and He has never failed to do it. 
“All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out” (John 6:37). “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me hath everlasting 
life” (John 6:47). “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life” 
(John 3-16) ‘‘Whosoever’’——salva- 
tion is always an individual prop- 
osition. Nobody can be saved in 
your place. You must be saved 
yourself. 

What else did God say He would 
do in this age? He said He would 
take care of everybody who would 
trust Him; he would be good to 
them. That is 4ll I can find in 
the Bible that fits this age. 
Everything in this world—even 
the: wrath of men—move along 
one line. What for? To get peo- 
ple saved. Take care of the Jews 
so they will not be killed; let them 
go back to Palestine some day 
end have a country of their own. 
There the throne of David will be 
restored and Jesus will sit on that 
throne.

Everything else is in- 
c‘dental. Of course we want de- 
cent society. Of course we are 
“ugainst liquor. Of course we 
want people to be moral. We 
would rather they were moral 
than immoral. It is better for a 
girl to be virtuous than crooked 


even if there were 
Hell. But the main business 
Almighty God in this age 
get a bride for His Son.

Say, listen! Did you know you 
could build an ecclesiastical ma- 
chine without the Lord Jesus 
Christ ? The Roman Catholic 
church built a-machine around the 
saints and the virgin, with the 
name of Jesus mentioned once in 
a while. And you can build an 
ecclesiastical machine around a 
false religion . Our business is to 
take the message to a lost world. 

Did you know that I cannot find 
in -my Bible where God ever told 
anybody to build a church house. 
Do not misunderstand me. I am 
just trying to put the emphasis in 
the right place. I am just trying 
to pull it back, and I have to be 
dogmatic and emphatic so you will 
see it. You understand, I like them 
—~and the more comfortable the 
pews the better I like them. The 
nicer the architecture, the better 
lf like them. But you cannot find 
in the New Testament where God 
ever told .you to build a church

Think of a man 
spending several days on a plat- 
form in a college tryng to show 
there was somebody on this earth 
before Adam! I know men who 
can find the North country on 
every page of the Bible and yet 
who could not find a sinner next 
door to him going to Hell. I have 
seen some of those Bible teachers 

they were so cold that if you 
had thrown something on them it 
would have turned to Eskimo pie! 

Somebody said to me, “I always 
hear So-and-So because he thinks 
some of the saints are - going 
through the tribulation.” 


“Well,” I said, “I don’t think 
the saints will go through the 
tribulation, but what does that 


have to do with a fellow’s going 
to Hell?” You know there are 
so many of these hair-splitting, 
cold, technical fellows—-I don’t 
have them on my platform! I am 
a pre-rapture—or preacher that 
makes you rapture! — preacher. 
They call me a fundamentalist 
over in my country. But let me 
tell you something, brother. If 
some of that business gets in the 
way of my calling mourners in 
meetings, I throw it overboard! 


True Christians Can Unite on

Listen! There is only one thing 
that we can all ever get together 


on and that is a creed that is 
sufficient to get people saved. 
But you know there are just a

Biology, with its laws. of 
atrophy of unused organs; experi- 
ence, with its laws of accumu- 
lative force of habit, plant no flag 
of hope over the grave of the sin- 
mer. Every known law of our 
being,—-physical, mental and moral 
—is a silent preacher of the fact 
that the older we grow, the longer 
we live, the more difficult it will 
be to make radically new decisions 
or daring moral ventures. 


Fear a Moral Restraint 

5. The assurance of @ chance 
after death would remove one of 
the greatest moral restraints of 
the human race. 

It may be that fear is not the 
highest motive for morality. I am 
free to admit it is a finer thing 
to be decent and honorable and a 
Christian because it is right and 
for love rather than fear, but I 
am not such a foo] as to shut my 
eyes to the fact that if the spectre 
of fear — both temporal and 
eternal — were removed, it would

mean the loosing of a hoard of 


follies and passions that are now | 
held in leash by the fear of) 
punishment. 

I have tried to present five 
arguments against a chance to 
repent after death. I have based 
each argument not on God's 
nature, but yours. If you could 


be sure that the door of God's 
heart would stand open forever, 
still if you die unrepentant in the 
light of experience and common 
sense you haven’t even a gambling 
chance that you would reverse the 
decision you have made.in this 
life and accept salvation. I wish 
this: I wish all people would 
repent and make Hell unnecessary 
so far as the human race is con- 
cerned. | 

Hell wasn’t prepared for man, 
but for the Devil. The devils 
were once bright, shining angels. 
Their first estate was Heaven, but 
they left their first estate. When 
Jesus came on earth He took our 
nature and shed His blood and paid 
the penalty to redeem the people 
whose nature He took. He didn’t 
take the nature of angels. He 
took the nature of human beings. 
Jesus Christ came into the world 
to die to save us. 

I do not want to believe and 
preach a lie. I would rather be- 
lieve and preach a truth, no matter 
how unpleasant it is, than to be- 
eve and preach a pleasant lie. 

Believes in Hell 

I believe there is a Heli. [If I 
'@idn’t, I wouldn’t have the 
audacity to stand up here and 
preach to you. If there ever comes 
a time when I don’t believe in Hell, 
I will leave the platform before I 
will preach a sermon with that 
unbelief in my heart. I would 
rather believe and preach the 
truth, no matter how unpleasant, 
than to believe and preach a lie 
simply for the friendship and favor 
of some people. 

You cannot reconcile the doc- 
trine of eternal hope or of ani- 
versal salvation with the teachings 
of Jesus Christ and the apostles. 
You have to give up one or the 
other. I am aware of the fact 
that the man who stands four- 


square on the Word of God and 


—— 


without fear or favor preaches the 
Bible just as it is given here, is 
called bigoted and narrow and 
cruel and puritanical and aii that. 
And they say of a fellow who 
doesn’t believe that Jesus is the 
Son ot God, or who does not be- 
lieve in eternal damnation, or who 
preaches that everybody is going 


to be saved —- “He is a liberal 
preacher.” I say he is an old 
fool. The man who preaches the 


truth is your friend. I have no 
desire to be any more broad -or 
liberal than Jesus,—not a whit 

ang nobody has that right, 
either, and claim to be a gospel 
preacher. 

Is a man cruel who tells you the 
truth? If you summon a doctor 
and he says your child has diph- 
theria, is that cruel? I rush up 
and teil you your house is on fire 
and give the alarm. Am I cruel 
because I warn you? No, sir; I 
am your best friend. 


Kindness to Tell of Hell 

Then am I cruel because I tell 
you there is a Hell? No, sir. The 
man who tells you there is not a 
rieil is the cruel man, and the man 
who telis you there is a Hell is 
your friend. So it is a kindness 
to point out the danger. God's 
ministers have no business to hold 
back the truth. 

What is the use of building 
churches and hiring preachers to 
preach to you if everybody is going 
to be saved? It doesn’t appeal 
to any man’s common sense or 
reason. Does that meet the high- 
demands of your conscience? 
When your conscience points out 
that you are a sinner, does it meet 
the highest demands of your 
conacience to say: “I know I am 
sinning, but God is good. He gave 
His Son to die’’? Does that meet 
the highest demands of your 
conscience? If it does, you have 
a mean, low-down rotten consci- 
ence. If it meets the highest de- 
mands of your conscience to know 
that you are a sinner, dragging 
God's law beneath your feet and 
making God's law the excuse for 
your cussedness, then you are too 
low-down for me. 

Not His Theories 

Suppose your mother, who cared 
for and loved you all your life, 
should ask you not to do some- 
thing. You, because you know 
Mother loves you, go ahead and do 
just the thing she does not want 
you to do. Does that meet the 
highest demands of your. con- 
science ? 

I am not going to give you my 
speculations or theories or opin- 
ions. They are worth no more 
than any other fool’s speculations, 
theories or opinions. And any 
man who preaches his specula- 
tions, theories or opinions is a 
fool. But I am going to preach 
the Word of God. God knows all 
about it and has told us all about 
it. One ounce of God’s revelation 
is worth forty million tons of 
man’s speculations and theories. 
I stand before you and say: “It’s 
the law. You have to take it. You 
can't get around it. It’s your 
authority.”” So I am not preach- 
ing anybody’s speculations or 
theories. It’s the law. It’s the 
only authority we have on the 
question. That being true, listen. 
Hell is certain for Christ-rejecting 
sinners: it is absolutely certain. 
There is a Hell. 

Will Preach Eternal Hell 

No man on God’s earth can go 
to the Bible to find out what the 
Bible teaches about eternal dam- 
nation and not stand up and 
preach that man will be eternally 
damned if he doesn’t repent of his 
sins. The man’ doesn’t live who 
can go to the Bible to find out 
what it teaches in order that he 
may preach what it teaches, and 
then not stand up and tell the 
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people there is an eternal Hell for 
the people who won't repent. 


We are certain there is a Hell 
because Christ says s0, the 
apostles say so, God says so. We 
are more positive there is a Hell 
than we are that the sun _ will 
rise tomorrow. I have not one 
word of authority to tell you that 


the sun will rise in the morning. 
I suppose it will. I hope it will. 


I should be disappointed if it 
shoulg not, but’I haven't one word 
of authority to tell you that it 
will. 

But I have authority in the 


Word of God to tell you there is 
a Hell. There is a Hell because 
God says there is, and the only 
thing against it that I have ever 
found is simply the speculations of 
a lot of theologians and the dream 
of a lot of poets and old novel 
writers and old backsliders in the 
church.

Don’t Repudiate God’s Plan 
Say, if God should commission 
an angel to come to this world to- 
night to deliver to everybody a 
personal message of God's love, 
and if you should condescend, 
should agree to accompany that 
angel on its rounds, you would 
have to stop in front of the door 
of the multimillionaire; you would 
have to go down into the hovels 
of the poor; you would have to 
speak to the workingman hurrying 
along with his dinner pail; you 
would have to go into the saloon 
and speak to the drunken bum; 
you would have to go to the home 
of squalor and want; you would 
have to go into the jails and 


penitentiaries; you would have to 


nose; you would have to walk up 
to the burglar as he is drilling a 
hole in the safe; you would have 
to go to India’s teeming millions, 
to China’s millions; you would 
have to go to the jungles of Africa 
and speak to the black man, bow- 
ing down to idols of wood and 
stone; you would have to visit the 
islands of the seas where the 
blackskinned mother rocks her 
babe to sleep to the lullaby of the 
ocean’s wave; you would have to 
go to India’s coral strand, and 
Ceylon’s perfumed shore. 

Then, lest there should be some 
poor unfortunate to whom the 
angel had not paid a visit, God 
Almighty has blazed in letters 
that have shown through the ages, 
that He so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, to 
open up a plan of redemption to 
keep you out of Hell, and yet you 
repudiate God's plan and pass it 
by. 

Jesus Christ is anxious to save 
you from Hell. He is anxious to 
keep you out of perdition if you 
will yield your heart and life to 
Him. “In hell he lifted up his 


eyes, being in torment.” 
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great doctrines and themes of the 

Bible. 

The “One Baptism” Is Water 
Baptism 

This should not neeg to be said 
but it is needed nevertheless. The 
“one baptism” mentioned here is 
baptism of a believer in water or 
as men have been accustomed 
through the ages to call it, sim- 
ply Christian baptism. God has 
never done away with baptism. He 
commanded it in the Great Com 
mission for “all nations” and “all 
the world” and for “every crea- 
ture” who becomes a disciple, and 
commands that all are to be 
taught to observe it “even unto the 
end of the world.” Matthew 28:19, 
20 is impregnable proof that water 
baptism is for this age, that it 
is for Gentiles as well as Jews. 
Hair - splitting dispensationalists 
would sometimes divide up the Bi- 
ble and leave only a little bit of 
the New Testament as “church 
truth” for this age; but they are 
wrong—foolishly, wickedly, pride- 
fully wrong—and they argue 
against the plain intent of the 
Scriptures and the practice of the 
apostles. Surely “one baptism” 
here means Christian baptism, 
baptism in water such as John 
the Baptist, and all the apostles 
administered ang such as Jesus 
Himself submitted to and com- 
manded of all His followers. 

At first glance some might think 
that the inspired Apostle Paul 
here meant to do away with either 
baptism in the Spiritor with bap- 
tism in water. But they are 
wrong. Paul is not announcing a 
new schedule of doctrine but 
rather proclaiming the one, same, 
seven-fold unity taught every- 
where in the New Testament. 
Verse 4 says, “There is one body 

. one baptism...” etc., but the 
words “there is” are supplied by 
translators. God does not mean 
that henceforth there will only be 
one baptism while before there 
had: been two or more. Instead 
He simply Says, ‘‘one body,” “one 
Spirit,’ “one hope of your calling,” 
“one Lord,” “one faith,” ‘one 
baptism,” “‘one God.” There had 
been only one of each. There was 
then only one of each. There 
would be in the future only one of 
each. That Scripture marks no 
change in the seven great unities! 
Baptism had exactly the same 
status it hag had before and that 
status will be unchanged as long 
as this letter to the Ephesian 
Christians is circulated among the 
saints, even until Jesus comes. 


How, then, could there be a bap- 
tism of the Spirit or a baptism in- 
to the body of Chirst or baptism 
in suffering, along with baptism 
in water, if there is only “one bap- 
tism?” Here is the answer. It is 
very simple and Scriptural. 

Baptism, simple, literal baptism 
in the Bible, always means the 
physical immersion of a person in 
water. When the Bible says that 
Jesus came from Galilee to Jordan 
unto John “to be baptized of him” 
(Matt. 3:13), we already know 
that literal, physical baptism in 
water is meant. That is the ob- 
vious meaning of the term. When 
Peter commanded at Pentecost, 
“Repent, and be baptized every one 
of you” we know that he means 
that they were to be physically 
immersed in water after repent- 
ing. That was the accepted mean- 
ing of the term after about four 
years of wide usage throughout 
Judaea.. When we follow on 
through the book of Acts and we 
learn that people were baptized 
or that the apostles commanded 
them to be baptized, we know that 
the Holy Spirit is speaking of 
baptism in water. Baptism in 
water is the one literal baptism. 

Modern Christians sometimes 
wee the combination term, “water 
baptism” as if it were one of 
several baptisms in the same 
literary sense. But the Bible 
never says “water baptism.” If it 
means what we call it, “water 
baptism,” the Bible simply says 
“baptism” and we know the Bible 


Means paptism in water. IN

physical sense, we know the Scrip- 
ture means baptism in water. If 
the context does not clearly de- 
termine that “baptism” is used 
figuratively, then we know it is 
literal and means baptism in 
water. 


Three Figurative Uses of 
Term “Baptize’”’, Beside 
Literal Christian 
Baptism 

However, while there is only one 
baptism in the physical, literal 
Sense the Scripture uses the term 
“baptized” in a figurative sense 
for a spiritual meaning. There are 
three ways in which people are 
figuratively baptized according to 
the Scriptures. These figures are: 

1. That the Christian is baptized 
(or buried, immersed or covered) 
into the body of Christ. The Holy 
Spirit is the agent (I Cor. 12:13). 
Every Christian thus becomes a 
part of the body of Christ at re- 
generation. Other figures like this 
given in the Bible liken a Chris- 
tian to a living stone built into a 
building which is the church or 
body of Christ (Eph. 2:19-22: I 
Pet. 2:5). 

2. Some New Testament Chris- 
tians were said to be baptized in 
the Holy Ghost. The figure is that 
the Holy Spirit was poured out 
from Heaven upon Christians un- 
til they were covered, surrounded, 
mastered and filled with the Spir- 
it (Acts 1:5; Acts 2:4-18; Acts 
11:16). 

3. Jesus and others who suffered 
with Him and for Him are said 
to be baptized with suffering, that 
is, overwhelmed with sorrow 
(Matt. 20:23; II Cor. 2:7; Psa. 
55:5). 

But notice that these three uses 
are figurative uses of the word 
baptism or baptized. The Holy 
Spirit does not physically, literally 
take up a new Christian and bury 
him into one flesh-and-bone body. 
The body of Christ is not a phy- 
Sical house and.Christians are not 
literally living stones. No, that is 
a figurative use of the term “bap- 
tism.” And though the relation 
of a believer to the body of Christ 
is mentioned repeatedly in_ the 
New Testament, the term “bap- 
tized” is used in this connection 
only once and that is in I Cor- 
inthians 12:13. Baptized is not 
used at all in the fuller discussion 
of Ephesians 2:19-22 nor in longer 
discussions yet, in I Corinthians 
12:12-31 and surrounding Scrip- 
tures. “Baptized’’ is used, then, 
only in a figurative sense in 
I Corinthians 12:13. 

Likewise, to speak of the bap- 
tism of the Spirit is a figurative 
use of the term. More often the 
Bible speaks of “filled with the 
Spirit,” and many other terms are 
used: . Christians are anointed 
with the Spirit, ‘“endued with 
power from on high,” the Spirit 
is “poured out” upon Christians, 
Christians receive ‘‘the gift of the 
Spirit” and “the Holy Ghost came 
upon” them. And all these terms 
are used about what happened to 
the Christians at Pentecost! You 
see, then, that the “baptism of the 
Holy Spirit” is not an exclusive 


name for the overwhelming power 


of the Spirit. No, it is a figurative 
use of the term “‘baptized.”’ On the 
other hand, baptism in water is 
never called anything. else 
throughout all the Bible. Baptism 
in water is not the same as filled 
with water or anointed with water 
or water coming upon them or the 
gift of water. “Baptized” is an 
unvarying, literal term. You see 
that in the literal, physical sense, 
baptism in water is the “one bap- 


tism” of the Bible. 

Jesus was overwhelmed with 
sorrow and suffering (Matt. 
20:23). We know that was His 


meaning when He spoke of the 
baptism He had yet to be baptized 
with and the cup that He must 
drink, for later in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, when His soul was 
exceeding sorrowful unto death, 
He spoke of that cup. Jesus was 
overwhelmed with sorrows. Chris- 
tians who follow Him must some- 
times be overwhelmed likewise. 
We are to suffer with Him if we 
are to reign with Him. But that 
does not constitute another kind 
of baptism. The Scripture says, 
“one Lord, one faith, one baptism,” 
and when Jesus, speaking of His 
overwhelming sorrow to come, 
figuratively used the word “bap- 
tized,” it does not alter the usual, 
literal, physical meaning of the 
term “baptism.” Literal baptism 


in the Bible is Christian baptism, 


mu 


the immersion of a believer in 
water. When it is used in the 
literal sense, the Bible usually does 


not trouble to describe the event 
further. Unless the context shows 
that a figurative burial into the 
body of Christ or in the Holy 
Spirit or in suffering is meant, the 
casual reader of the Bible should 
know—and usually does— that 
God’s Word is speaking of bap- 
tism in water, the literal “one 
baptism” of the Scriptures. 


Only One Form of Baptism 

Since there is only one baptism, 
the Scripture says, we can be sure 
that the variety of forms, sprink- 
ling, pouring or immersion, are 
not all that one baptism. In the 
author’s pamphlet, Bible Baptism, 
(64 large pages, 50c), the over- 
whelming evidence from the Scrip- 
ture is given that baptism is im- 
mersion alone. History tells how 
the Catholic Church changed from 
immersion to sprinkling as a mat- 
ter of convenience after they in- 
troduced infant baptism. It was 
difficult to immerse infants, and 
in colder climates sprinkling was 
easier; and the Catholic teaching 
that the church has the right to 
declare as doctrine that which is 
not taught in the Scriptures is 
their justifciation of the change. 
No one need try to find in the 
Bible where sprinkling is baptism, 
for it is not there. It is unfor- 
tunate that Catholics led so much 
of the world wrong on the form 
of baptism. It is worse still that 
they have perverted the meaning 
of baptism. 

Kind-hearted preachers who 
have little or no conviction on the 
subject may say, “Take your 
choice; I will sprinkle you or im- 
mere you, and either will be ac- 
cepted as baptism if it satisfies 
your conscience.” Such men are 
broad-minded, far broader than 
the Word of God. No, in the Bi- 
ble we are told that there is only 
“one baptism,” just as there is 
one Lord and one faith. Nothing 
else is as good in the place of 
baptism as the New Testament 
baptism, the burial of a believer 
in water as a profession of his 
faith in a buried and risen Sav 
iour! 

Nor does this Scripture mean 
that each person should be bap- 
tized only once, one baptism (of 
either form, some say) for each 
person. It is true that ordinarily 
a Christian should be baptized as 
soon as possible after salvation, 
and if that*baptism is Scriptural 
in form and meaning, it need not 
be done again. But Ephesians 
4:5 is not forbidding a second 
baptism if the first was not clear- 
ly according to the intent of the 


Bible. In Acts 19:1-6 we are told 
how Paul commanded some “dis- 
ciples” who had already “be- 
lieved” to be baptized again be- 


cause they had-+ not understood 
about the blessing of Holy Spirit 
power which a Christian should 
have. They were baptized again, 
and were filled with the Hoely 
Spirit. It is all right for one to be 
baptized again if he were not 
baptized right the first time. If 
one were baptized before he was 
born again, that baptism did not 
preach Christ as baptism should. 
It did not tell the truth, for bap- 
tism says the sinner is dead to 
his sins and is raised to live in 
newness of life. When such a per- 
son is truly converted he should 


be baptized afterward. Of if the 
meaning and blessing were not 
clear when one was _ baptized, 
then it is proper and right for 


one to follow the New Testament 
example of these disciples at 
Ephesus and be baptized again, 
properly, in Jesus’ name. If a 
picture does not look like the sub- 
ject, it is proper to take it again. 
One baptism does not forbid cor- 
recting past mistakes or perfect- 
ing that which is lacking. But 
it does make certain that there 
is only one kind of baptism in 


water taught in the Bible. The 
form has a precious meaning. 
We must not trifle with it. The 


one baptism is immersion just as 
when Jesus was baptized in the 
River Jordan and “went up 
straightway out of the water” 
(Matt. 3:16), just as “they went 
down both into the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch; and he 
baptized him” (Acts 8:38). The 
one baptism is a burial (Rom. 
6:4; Col. 2:12), a planting (Rom. 
6:5). The one baptism is the im- 


mersion of a believer on profes- 


sion of nis faith in Christ as Sav- 
iour. 


The Connection Between the 
One Literal Baptism in Water 
and Figurative Baptisms 

The other day the emphasis 
which Ephesians 4:5 puts on “one 
baptism” struck me with great 
force. I thought, “Surely since 
God so emphasized that baptism 
is one, even the figurative use of 
the term baptized must have 
some connection, a unity of mean- 
ing with baptism in water.” On 
further study I saw that it was 
abundantly true. The Holy Spirit 
used the term “baptized” figura- 
tively only about things properly 
connected in thought and mean- 
ing with baptism. 

Literal baptism is a burial, 
mersion. Naturally it is a very 
strong picture, a likeness. of 
death, of burial, of resurrection. 
Anything buried is completely cov- 


im- 


ered, lost sight of, overwhelmed. 
These strong meanings carry 
over into the figurative use of 


the word baptized but there is a 
clearer connection than this. 
There is a unity in the essential 
teaching in Chirstian baptism and 
in the things figuratively likened 
to baptism. 


The Unity of Buptism With 


“Baptized Into One Body” 
First Corinthians 12:12, 13, 
Says: 


“For as the body is one, 
and hath many members, and 
all the members of that one 
body, being many, are one 
body: so also is Christ. For 
by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether we be bond or free; 
and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit.” 


This refers to what happens at | 


conversion. The sinner, when 
saved, becomes a “living stone” 
and is built into the temple of 


God or His body. The Holy Spirit 
takes the new convert and im- 
merses him into the body of 
Christ where he is covered, bur- 
ied, and becomes a part of the 
body. The Holy Spirit comes 
into his body to dwell and 
he becomes a part of the body of 
Christ. Do not confuse this with 
baptism in the Holy Spirit. This 
is baptism into the body of Christ. 
It is a figure of what happens to 
every person who is saved. 

Now literal baptism, that is, 
baptism in water, is not the same 
as regeneration and is not a part 
of regeneration. The significance 
of baptism is clearly pictorial and 
declarative. Baptism does _ not 
save but it announces salvation. 
It does not procure salvation but 
it professes it. Baptism in water 
does not put a Chirstian into the 
body of Christ but it witnesses to 
the world that that great event 
has already happened. We do 
not bury men to kill them but 
the burial should follow; and it 
should be clearly evident’ that 
they are already dead. One Who 
has not been made dead to sin 
and alive to Christ by a new birth 
should not be baptized, but bap- 
tizing should declare that great 
transaction to the world as soon 
as possible. Baptism in water is 
used as an outward rite, sealing 
the union of a convert to assem- 
blies of Christians here on earth, 
and that is proper. It is a beau- 
tiful symbol that already the new 
convert has been added to the 
body of Christ and made one 
with other saints by the Holy 
Spirit. There is a blessed unity 
between literal baptism and the 
figurative use in I Corinthians 
12:13. 


The Spiritual Oneness of Bap- 
tism and “Baptized With 
the Holy Ghost” 

It is not our purpose here to go 
into a detailed study of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. How- 
ever, by comparing Luke 24:49 
with Acts 1:4, 5 and 8 we can 
quickly see what Christ meant by 
the promise of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Read these verses 
very carefully. 

“And behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon 
you; but tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on 
high.”’—Luke 24:49. 

“And, being assembled, to- 
gether with them, command- 
ed them that they should not 
depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the 
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Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence. .... But ye shall 
receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses un- 
to me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” 
—Acts 1:4, 5, 8. 
Jesus commanded the disciples 
to tarry at Jerusalem until they 
be endued with power from on 
high for their testimony. That 
command is repeated in Acts 1:4, 


Then in verse 5 He gives the 
promise “Ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 


days hence,” that is, 
cost is fully come. Then in verse 
& Jesus explained what He 
meant by the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusa- 
lem, and in all Judea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” He was not 
talking about the origin.of the 
church, nor about sinless perfec- 
tion, nor about speaking with 
tongues. He was talking about 
being so completely covered, 
buried, filled, overpowered with 
the Spirit of God, as to endue 
them with power to be witnesses 
for Christ and win souls. That 
was the result when they were 
haptized with the Holy Ghost at 


when Pente- 


Pentecost. The word baptized 
is used here figuratively. Usu- 
ally other terms were used for 


the blessed fullness of power 
which came upon the disciples at 


Pentecost. We are told that 
“They were filled with the Holy 
Ghost”; that they received “the 
gift of the Holy Ghost” and that 
the Holy Ghost was poured out 
upon them. You see that the

word baptized was used here only 
in a figurative sense and not as 
a primary name of what hap- 
pened. Yet, praise the Lord, it 
was used because there is a real 
connection between baptism in 
water and being baptized or filled 
with the Holy Spirit. See these 
evidences. 


Jesus was baptized with the 
Holy Ghost immediately after His 
baptism in the River Jordan. 
Luke 3:21, 22 tells us: 

“Now when all the 
were baptized, it came to 
pass, that Jesus also being 
baptized, and praying, the 
heaven was opened, And the 

Holy Ghost descended in a 

bodily shape like a dove upon 

him ” 

After that we are told that Je- 
@us was ‘full of the Holy Ghost” 
and ‘was led by the Spirit” (Luke 
4:1) “Jesus returned in the 
power of the spirit” (Luke 4:14). 
He went to the synagogue in Gal- 
lee and there declared publicly 
that “The spirit of the Lord is 
upon me, because he hath anoint- 
ed me to preach the gospel...” 
(Luke 4:18). If Jesus was anoint- 
ed. filled or baptized with the 
Holy Spirit at His baptism, then 
ig not that the standard which 
all of us should hope to follow? | 
Every new Christian should im- | 
mediately submit himself with all | 
his heart to follow Christ in all) 
his ways and then should expect 
to be filled or immersed or cov-| 
ered or baptized or overwhelmed | 
in the Spirit of God! 

Peter declared after Pentecost, | 
that “we are witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy | 
Ghost, whom God hath given to!

It is clear from the above’ 


Scriptures that there is really a’ 
unity, a close connection between | 
the | 


baptism and the power of 
Spirit. The figurative term “bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost” was 
only used, we believe, because of 
this close connection. Cornelius 
and his household were evidently 
baptized with the Holy Ghost be- 
fore they were baptized in water, 
but usually when a Christian is| 
baptized and so publicly renounces | 
the world and pledges himself to 
full surrender to the _ soul-win- 
ming work and will of Christ, he 
Should then expect to be filled 
or baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
ff more people took baptism, in 
Water seriously and understood 
more clearly its deep _ spiritual 
meaning, then more Christians 
would be filled with the Holy 
Ghost (or buried, or overwhelmed, 
Or covered, or immersed,’ or bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost). Do 
you see the oneness of baptism 
and the unity of the Bible teach- 
ing about it? 
The Unity of “One Baptism” 

and Baptized With Christ 

I say that when the word bap- 
tized is used figuratively there is 
a clear connection with the things 
pictured and with baptism. If 
there is only one baptism, then in 
the figurative use of the term the 
Holy Spirit referred only to those 
things closely kin and in real 
unity with baptism. This is par- 
ticularly true in the reference of 
Jesus to His baptism in Matthew 
20:22: 

“But Jesus answered and

said, Ye know no what ye 
ask. Are ye able to drink of 
the cup that I shall drink of,

More than three years before 


this Jesus had been baptized in 
the River Jordan. The baptism 
He here refers to is His surren- 
der of self, the burial of His own 
will, His dying to His own pleas- 
ure and being overwhelmed or 
covered with the sorrows and sins 
of the world for our sake. He 
asked that the apostles be able 
to be baptized with the same bap- 
tism. A Christian should bury 
his own will, in fact, should cru- 
cify self-will and lose himself. 
Jesus had said, “Whosoever will 
come after me, let him deny him- 
self, and take up his cross, and 
follow me” (Mark 8:34), and 
“Whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it’’ (Mark 8:35). That atti- 
tude of surrendering self-will up 
to death and condemning self to 
continual crucifixion led Jesus 
Straight to the cross. It led His 
apostles, some to death, some to 
exile, some to imprisonment and 
all to shame and suffering. Ev~ 
ery Christian who drinks the cup 
that Christ drank and is baptized 
with the baptism that Christ was 
baptized with, must daily take 
self to the cross and condemn | 
self to die! 

But wait! That is exactly what 
baptism in water pictures! When 
Jesus was baptized in the River 
Jordan He clearly and boldly an- 
nounced His coming death and 
resurrection. And every Chris- 
tian who is baptized is baptized 
into the death of Christ (Rom. | 
6:3); that is, in being baptized 4) 
like | 
Christ, gives up his own way, 
his own will. The new convert is 
planted together with Christ “in 
the likeness of his death” (Rom. 
6:5). With this in mind read the 
following passage: 


“What shall we say then? 
Shall we continue in sin, that 
grace may abound? God 
forbid. How shall we _§ that 
are dead to sin, live any long- 
er therein? Know ye not, 
that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ 
were baptized into his death? 
Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death; 
that like as Christ was raised 
up from the dead by § the 
glory of the Father, even so 
we also should walk in new- 
ness of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the 
likeness of his death, we shall 
be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection: Knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we _ should not 
serve sin’’ (Rom. 6:1-6). 


Further in the chapter we are 
commanded, “Likewise reckon ye 
also yourselves to be dead indeed 
unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
And the entire sixth chapter of 
Romans teaches what it means 
when a Christian is baptized. It 
means dead to self and alive to 
Christ. It means “Good-bye old 
world!” It means, “I die daily” 
(I Cor. 15:31). 

Dear Christian, if you were 
baptized and if you meant what 
you publicly professed there, you 
solemnly condemn your own will, 
your own desires, your own na- 
ture to a daily crucifixion . So 
when Jesus said to James and 
John, “Can ye be baptized with 
the baptism I am baptized with?” 
He meant, ‘You were baptized in 
water, saying that you were 
mine and that you were entering 
with me into crucifixion and suf- 
fering and shame and _ reproach 
and the death of your will and 
your own way. Now are you able 
to carry out what you professed 
there?’ How clear it is that after 
all there is only one baptism! The 
baptism Jesus referred to in Mat- 
them 20: 22, 23 means simply 
carrying ont whatever a Christian 
should intend his Christian bap- 
tism to mean. 

Do you see, dear reader, why 
baptism is one of the seven great 
centers of Christian doctrine as 
stated by the Holy Spirit- in 
Ephesians 4:4-67 And do you see 
the unity of that baptism, the 
marvelous meaning connected with

Mrs. Minnie Edwards of Ken- 
tucky, wrote that she had been 
troubled about her salvation for 
sixty years, fearing she would be 
finally lost because she was not 
living a sinless life. A letter Dr. 
Rice wrote to another troubled 
soul and then published in THE

WINNING SOULS IN SPAIN 


Rev. Paul E. Fried is director 
ot Youtn itor Christ at Greens- 
boro, North Carolina, where the 
editor of THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD has spoken twice. His 
lather and mother whom we knew 
in Wheaton as returned mission- 
aries on furlough from Palestine.

until two-thirty in the morning. 
“Youth for Christ was organ- 


ized with a strong, executive com- 


mittee and a wonderful young 
people's committee. Every Pro- 
testant church within twenty-five 
miles of Barcelonia cooperated: 
I. also, met secretly with the 


members of the underground pa- 
per and they have given over the 
last three or four pages to Youth 
for Christ. They are to start 
their Saturday night rallies (all 
secret and with considerable dan- 
ger) a week from tomorrow. 

‘Oh, it’s all too much to try 
to write about! God certainly 
did work. I have with me a num- 
ber of secret papers of different 
kinds. One ig an original piece 
of paper with pencil writing on 
1t from a Christian in jail. An- 
other is an original letter from 
Christians who had been heavily 
fined for worshipping in their 
own home. Also, I have taken 
some very valuable pictures, in- 
cluding one of the place where 
the underground paper is pub- 
lished, others of the leaders, and 
@ picture of a sign over a church 
which reads ‘Evangelical Chureh.’ 
That sign was the last one on a 
Spanish church and had been or- 
dered by Franco to be effaced 
the very next day. I could go on 
like this for pages, but-all I can 
say is that Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, today, and for- 
ever.”
